However, because of the cost of revitalizing the 
structure in preparation, and the cost of the art work itself, 
council was unable to commission Jepson. But ,when a corpo¬ 
rate sponsor came into the picture, it was only a matter of 
months before the tower first turned blue, then began to show 
the first signs of life. 

The idea is to paint sports characters on three or four sides 
of the tower, however it will be a progression as money allows. 

Jepson thinks it is great that the tower is beautified in time 
for next year's 1999 Seniors Games that will be hosted locally.

Kudos

a plaque from town council that 
congratulated him on receiving 
a score of 98% of the 1997 Rec¬ 
reational Facility Personnel 
Parks and Sportsfield Course, 
which was the highest course 
mark in the province. 

In a letter to council from 
Rhonda Hunter, the Memorial 
Complex Manager, she stated, 
"Michael is a valued member of 
our team here at the Memorial 
Complex and offers us and our 
patrons impressive service." 


Buying a bobcat 

The town will buy a piece of 
bobcat equipment valued at over 
$20,000. The purchase was 
worked into the 1998 budget, 
and the engineering department 
has been searching for a good 
used piece ever since. The pur¬ 
chase will be made from Mark 
Flemming. The town will also 
purchase the backhoe and grap¬ 
ple fork attachment for an addi¬ 
tional $9,000 which council ap¬ 
proved last week. 


Making a splash 

The week of May 30 to June 
7 was proclaimed as Water 
Safety Week by the town of 
Didsbury. The campaign is 
part of the Red Cross. 


Handyman hired 

Handyman Services of 
Didsbury has been contracted 
to handle the Main Street 
Project again this year. Handy¬ 
man Services was the only bid¬ 
der when the contract went to 
tender, and Dave Mohr, Main 
Street coordinator indicated 
to council that he was satis¬ 
fied with the work and wished 
to continue the relationship. 


Accounts transferred 

The Main Street Project will 
now handle their own ac¬ 
counts, instead of dealing di¬ 
rectly through town office. 


Elks exempted 

The Didsbury Elks will be 
totally exempted from taxa¬ 
tion next year. Currently, the 
Elks are paying municipal 
taxes on the bar area of their 
building. However the Munici¬ 
pal Government Act states that 
if they hold a certain class of 
liquor license they may be ex¬ 
empt from all taxes. Because 
the bar was included in the 
equalized assessment sent to 
the province from the town, 
this year the Elks will be re¬ 
sponsible for the school requi¬ 
sition portion of their tax bill, 
however next year they will be 
completely exempted and not 
be included in the towns over¬ 
all equalized assessment sent 
to the province. The council 
unanimously voted in favor of 
the motion. 


Assessment awarded 

The Town of Didsbury coun¬ 
cil unanimously agreed to con¬ 
tinue their contract with Red 
Deer Regional Assessment 
Agency to do taxation assess¬ 
ments within the town. The 
contract is worth $16,485. 


Grant $ given 

The town will use part of a 
grant given to them by the 
province to update assessment 
equipment, to give the con¬ 
tracted assessor (Red Deer Re¬ 
gional Assessment Agency) 
$1508 to update and enhance 
their equipment and software 
to better be able to handle the 
new tax and assessment laws 
handed down by the province. 

Some councillors indicated 
that they did not believe that 
the money should be given to 
the company, however the mo¬ 
tion was passed.

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Local doctors to keep promise: “no more job action”

Local doctors will keep the 
promise they made when the 
last sparks flew between them 
and the province. They will not 
participate in the upcoming job 
action planned for all rural phy¬ 
sicians. 

Local doctor, Dr. Moe Ahmad 
is also president of the Local 31 
said Friday, "I have suggested 
(to our members) that we hold 
back on job action and try diplo¬ 
matic routes and discussion 
with the government." 

Ahmad said he does agree 
with the Alberta Section of Ru¬ 
ral Medicine (ASRM) and the 
I doctors taking job action, that 

I the compensation for on-call 

hours is far from adequate. 
| However, he says for the time 
i being he intends to hold true to 
his word, when he said during 
the last job action, that he would 
not participate in another one, 
and would look for other ways 


to get the government's atten¬ 
tion. 

ASRM sent out a press re¬ 
lease indicating that about 90% 
of rural physicians would par¬ 
ticipate in the action. 

Rural doctors from most ru¬ 
ral communities stretching 
across Alberta from Beaverlodge 
in the north to Pincher Creek in 
the south, will close their office 
on June 6 to protest what they 
believe is unfair on-call pay¬ 
ment. The ASRM says there will 
be further job action if negotia¬ 
tions with the Minister of Health 
do not resume. 

After the province wide job 
action taken by the Alberta 
Medical Association, which the 
local doctors participated in, the 
province agreed to an on-call 
payment. However, Ahmad ex¬ 
plains that the details were not 
worked out in the official agree¬ 
ment, and were left a separate 
issue. When the dollar figures 


came down, the ASRM figured 
that the payment corresponds 
to $6 or $7.35 per hour. 

Ahmad agrees that a more 
appropriate amount would be 
$21 per hour of on-call time. 

"It would be an incentive that 
might attract doctors to rural 
areas, and might improve rural 
medicine," he says, citing long 
hours and rural physician "burn- 


put" as a problem in getting 
doctors who will stay in a rural 
practice. 

Ahmad admits that he 
thought the last job action by 
the doctors was sufficient to get 
the attention of the province 
and says it is unfortunate that 
the ASRM has to take further 
action. 

Didsbury doctors won t take 


part, "Even if we fully support 
our colleagues," says Ahmad. 

In the meantime, "Let's hope 
the diplomatic routes work and 
we won't have to take any more 
job actions," says Ahmad. 

The only clinics in the region 
that will close their offices is 
Three Hills, and their emer¬ 
gency department will be open 
for patients. 


Water ration request lifted 


The need for residents to ration their 
use of water ended last week. 

The Anthony Henday Water Treatment 
plant sent a letter to town office indicating 
that the limitations could be lifted due to a 
sufficient amount of precipitation to refill 
the reserves. 

The water ration, that requested resi¬ 
dents only water their lawns on certain 
days of the week, depending on their ad¬ 


dress, had been in effect for about three 
weeks, at the Water Commission's request. 

Wes Yeoman, town engineer adds, "We 
did find that the consumption was reduced 
substantially and even though the water 
ration has been removed, we still encourage 
all residents to use water wisely." 

If the weather provides another long dry 
spell, the ration could be reinstated. Watch 
thi6 paper for details.

That, according to Collins Dictionary is 
the correct English definition of the word 
sport. In today's society most athletes and 
participants understand why they are in¬ 
volved in sports. To have fun, 
exercise, to be with friends, to 
have a sense of belonging (on a 
team), to feel the electricity' or 
excitement when playing, and to 
win. 

However, there seems to be a 
growing concern among people, 
that too much emphasis is placed 
on winning and not enough on 
having fun. And to a certain ex¬ 
tent, they are right. I have seen 
coaches take all the fun out of the 
game to the point where it's a 
living nightmare and the athletes 
just don't want to go anymore. 

Jack Donohue, a former coach of the 
Canadian men's national basketball team, 
and perhaps one of today's best motivational 
speakers, had this to say on the role of a 
coach: 

"What's your job as a coach? It's a very, 
very simple job. You've got to help those 
young people to become all that they were 
created to be. Very few people attain this. 
The people that are playing sports have a 
chance because they have another person, 


another qualified person, interested in their 
future." 

It's not just in coaching, but parenting as 
well. Teachers must lead by example and 
not get too caught up in the so-called poli¬ 
tics' of sports. Really, when you stop and 
think about it, life is too serious as it is, so 
why take the fun out of the 
game? What positive aspect 
could possibly come out of that? 
Nothing. Zilch. Natta. 

Those athletes that do make 
it to the professional level al¬ 
most always have one or two 
coaches they can recall that 
played an integral part to their 
journey as an athlete. 

Our job as adults isn't to 
develop a "win at all costs" atti¬ 
tude. Instead we have to be 
good role models, and display a 
fun, sportsmanship winning at¬ 
titude. There's a world of difference. We 
must teach our athletes a fair play philoso¬ 
phy: 

-respect the rules of the game 
-respect the officials 
-respect your opponents 
-maintain dignity under all circumstances 
As a coach, parent, athlete or fan always 
remember this through your life: 

"What happens to you is nowhere near as 
important as how you react to what hap¬ 
pens to you."

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Boarders need a 
place to play 


Where to skateboard ... an 
ongoing issue in small and 
large communities, and 
Didsbury is one of those com¬ 
munities who is struggling 
with this issue. Skateboard¬ 
ers in Didsbury have been 
moved around to several places 
that have been deemed satis¬ 
factory, but none yet have 
proven to be the answer. 

A church parking lot was 
the first location, west of the 
arena next, and lately skate¬ 
boarders have gathered in the 
Agri-Sportsplex parking lot to 
test their skills and agility on 
their boards. What appear to 
be the problems arising in the 
skateboarding areas is ever¬ 
present noise created by the 
boards, the accompanying 
music (at times too loud), the 
garbage that is left behind by 
the skateboarders, the ramps 
that are not put away out of 
the way for cars access to the 
parking lots, and the fact that 
the skateboarders often board 
late into the night which dis¬ 
turbs area residents who are 
trying to sleep or enjoy a re¬ 
laxing evening in their homes. 

The solutions to these prob¬ 
lems need to be solved. To do 
that, skateboarders, parents 
of skateboarders, residents of 
skateboarding areas, and 
Town administration need to 
put their heads together and 
find an area that would suit 
everyone involved in this is¬ 
sue. 

When assessing the skate¬ 
boarding issue, their are a va¬ 
riety of items to consider. 
First, the kids do need a place 
to skateboard. Second, skate¬ 


boarders and their parents 
need to be involved in helping 
to find a location and then 
need to be prepared to help 
with the planning and build¬ 
ing of the skateboarding area. 
Third, the appropriate area 
for skateboarding needs to be 
away from residential areas, 
needs to be large enough to 
accommodate a reasonable 
number of skateboarders at 
any given time, and also needs 
to be accessible to Didsbury 
youth without them having to 
go out of town. There are other 
considerations that involved 
parties can add to the one 
mentioned and to share this 
information, a meeting is be¬ 
ing planned. 

Town administration is pre¬ 
pared to be part of the group 
who works to find the solu¬ 
tion for a skateboarding loca¬ 
tion. There are some grants 
available for projects such as 
skateboarding areas and these 
grants can be applied for and 
received this year. A meeting 
has been set for Wed., June 3. 
All interested parties - skate¬ 
boarders, parents of skate¬ 
boarders, residents of skate¬ 
boarding areas - are encour¬ 
aged to attend this meeting 
that will focus on forming a 
working group who will tackle 
the job of finding a location 
for a new skateboarding area. 
The meeting will be at the 
Memorial Complex in the 
Multi-Purpose and will start 
at 7:30 and last only until 8:30 
p.m. 

If skateboarding is a con¬ 
cern to you in any form, please 
plan to attend.

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Prime Minister outlines government's successes

It's springtime. And along 
with the usual rites of a Cana¬ 
dian spring - warm weather, 
and happier moods - this year 
finds us savouring an economy 
that is in full bloom. 

In March, the unemploy¬ 
ment rate hit its lowest level 
in almost eight years. Some 
100,000 net new jobs were cre¬ 
ated in February and March - 
bringing to 466,000 the number 
that have been created since 
February of last year. Most 
these jobs are full-time and 
almost all of them have been 
created in the private sector. 

Especially heartening is the 
accelerating growth in manu¬ 
facturing employment where 


the good high-paying jobs are. 
It grew by 30,000 jobs in both 
February and March, and has 
grown by 184,000 jobs since 
February 1997. 

In March, inflation fell - for 
the third straight month - to 
below 1%. Statistics Canada 
has just reported that our in¬ 
flation rate has been below 3% 
since 1991, and is expected to 
stay below 2% for at least an¬ 
other year. The only other time 
inflation has been that low for 
such a prolonged period was 
from 1959 to 1966. 

Best of all, a recent report 
by the International Monetary 
Fund tells us that economic 
growth in Canada will not only 
remain strong throughout 
1998, it will lead the G-7. Cit- 


Youth justice 
act too lenient 

Dear Editor, 

Recently federal Justice Minister Anne McLellan - in 
response to public concerns over youth crime - tabled propos¬ 
als to replace the current Young Offenders Act with a new 
youth justice act. We at WatchDog Newsletter see good and 
bad points in the new strategy. 

The good points are these: the age limit for serious, violent 
crime will be lowered from 16 to 14; the publication of the 
names of convicted young offenders who qualify for such 
serious crimes could be permitted; a tougher sentencing 
option for violent, repeat young offenders could be adminis¬ 
tered. 

As well, however, there is much that is objectionable to 
what McLellan proposes: 

-for the above much needed reforms, the word "could" 
appears too often. The revisions as they stand still permit 
soft-headed judges to allow, at their discretion, violent 
young criminals aged 16 and 17 to be tried as children, their 
names protected from media scrutiny, and their sentences 
limited to token punishment; 

-young offenders convicted of so-called "non-violent" 
crimes will escape criminal prosecution. They will instead 
be subject to rehabilitative community-based measures 
such as youth counselling. But we feel that certain non¬ 
violent crimes like grand larceny, breaking and entering, 
and cocaine trafficking are still serious, and merit criminal 
prosecution.

ing rising housing sales and 
construction, healthier retail 
sales and a higher rate of job 
creation, the report, World 
Economic Outlook, predicts 
that the Canadian economy 
should grow 3.2% this year. 
More importantly, it says that 
a forecast 2.3% growth in jobs 
in 1998 will be the highest rate 
of job creation in Canada since 
the start of the 1990s. 

This great news is a richly 
deserved reward to the people

economy; and on reducing the 
public debt burden. 

Our main goal as a govern¬ 
ment - with all of our creative 
energy - is to ensure that this 
springtime in the Canadian 
economy goes on and on. And 
that all Canadians have a 
chance to enjoy it.

When a family piles into their 
vehicle to head out on a trip, 
either to the store for a summer 
treat, or for a long road trip, 
they should be thinking about 
the worst case scenario. 

It is a tough pill to swallow, 
but it is the point that the or¬ 
ganizers of the Child Car Seat 
Clinic were trying to get across 
during their campaign last Tues¬ 
day. 

The clinic was in support of a 
provincial Think Think Again 
program, explains Const. 
Charlene Lewis, who was the 
RCMP member in attendance. 

Together with the Public 
Health Nursing unit at the 
Didsbury Hospital, they worked 
to show parents how to prop¬ 
erly install and care for a child 
who is riding in a car seat. 

Lewis says she acknowledges 
that sometimes parents are so 
busy just trying to get to their 
destination, that it is hard for 
them to remember all of the 
safety rules for car seats. How¬ 
ever, she adds, it is the one time 
that a parent doesn't correctly 
restrain a child, that something 
horrible could happen. 

During the clinic that was 
held in the parking lot of the 
Didsbury Hospital, Lewis re¬ 
ports that they dealt with 11 


vehicles and 12 cm seats. 

Each time, the child was 
weighed to determine the appro¬ 
priate child restraint, the vehi¬ 
cle was examined for proper in¬ 
stallation, and the model of car 
seat was checked for recalled 
parts. 

"There was a number of car 
seats that had recalls on them 
that people didn't know about,” 
says Lewis. 

The parents were made aware 
of the problem and asked to 
correct it. 

Correct installation of the 
car seat is also paramount, ac¬ 
cording to Lewis. She says the 
most common mistakes are that 
the seats are not affixed tightly 
enough, and that the chest clip 
is not positioned properly. 

The demonstrations were held 
around the local RCMP's juris¬ 
diction, including Carstairs, 
Didsbury and Cremona. 

The clinics were a first warn¬ 
ing for parents in the county. 
Lewis reports that following the 
clinics, the local RCMP would 
be implementing a crackdown 
on car seat violations. Anyone 
who is found not to have their 
child or children properly re¬ 
strained will be given the option 
of paying a fine or attending an 
educational seminar on the cor¬ 
rect use of car seats.

When residents open their tax 
bill, they may be surprised to find 
that the town council has low¬ 
ered the commercial mill rate by 
two mills, and residential mill 
rate is the same as last year. 

The tax notices which will 
show that fact in black and white, 
have been seen out from town 
office and should be arriving in 
your mailbox soon. 

The assessment computers are 
working overtime to distribute 
about 1400 tax notices to the 
residents and business owners of 
the town. 


"Most people will be happy 
this year," said Sandra King, 
town director of corporate serv¬ 
ices. 

She explains however, that 
commercial business owners 
didn't get the break the town had 
hoped they would when they 
made the decision to lower the 
mill rate. Although the munici¬ 
pal mill rate went from 17.44 to 
15.44, the school requisition por¬ 
tion which is collected by the 
town and sent back to the prov¬ 
ince for distribution went up by 
one mill. Resulting in only a one 
mill decrease in the overall tax bill. 

"They will be happy, but not 


as happy as we would have liked 
to have made them," said King. 

Reversely, although the mu¬ 
nicipal mill rate stayed the same 
for residential properties, the 
school requisition portion de¬ 
creased. This resulted in a small 
decrease in the overall tax bill. 

King said that if a person had 
a $2000 tax bill last year, they 
would see a decrease of about 
$10. The tax notices were being 
put into envelopes and prepared 
for residents last week.

We went to 
Lethbridge and looked at their 
association and got more infor¬ 
mation and started from there." 

Mount View Special Riding 
Association is a member of the 
Alberta Therapeutic Riding As¬ 
sociation. Both associations are 
members of 
the Canadian 
Therapeutic 
Riding Asso- 
c i a t i o n 
(CanTRA). 
CanTRA was 
formed in 
1980 and has 
nearly 100 
riding cen¬ 
tres across 
Canada. 

An article 
in Healthy 
Living maga¬ 
zine, Aug./ 
Sept. 1997, ti¬ 
tles "Back in 
the Saddle" by 
Ann Caine 
and Wendy Roberts, explains 
that Riding for the Disabled 
Associations' first surfaced in 
Europe following WWII. The 
article goes on to explain that 
rehabilitation centres offered 
war-injured soldiers the oppor-

tunity to ride horses, assisted 
by nurses and local women, as 
informally organized therapy. 

According to the article in 
Healthy Living, this form of 
therapy is called hippotherapy, 
where the horse becomes a 
therapeutic apparatus. In this 
type of therapy the student 
doesn't actually learn to ride 
the horse, but rather sits pas¬ 
sively on the horse and auto¬ 
matically reacts to the three 
dimensional swing motions of 
the horse's back. 

The Mountain View Special 
Riding Association provides les¬ 
sons Tuesday and Thursday eve¬ 
nings from 7-9 p.m., from mid- 
April to the end of June in the 
Cow Palace in Olds. The stu¬ 
dents pay a $40 fee for ten weeks. 
Olds Agricultural Society do¬ 
nates the space for free. For 
each one hour lesson with five 
riders, 15 volunteers are needed. 
For insurance purposes, guard¬ 
ians or parents of the students 
must sign a waiver form before 
the students are allowed to take 
lessons. 

"This year we have 20 stu¬ 
dents and two on the waiting 
list," said Shelene Williams, 
chief instructor for the Tues¬ 
day night lessons. "If we had 
more volunteers, we could en¬ 
rol more students 
and provide les¬ 
sons all year." 

Volunteers 
should have some 
experience with 
horses, explains 
Williams. They 
help prepare the 
horses for riding 
and assist the 
rider in mount¬ 
ing, and ensure 
the rider has a safe 
ride. They do this 
by walking beside 
the horse, provid¬ 
ing assistance, 
and ensuring the 
horse is under 
control at all 
times. 

"It's fun," said 
Merle Manson, a 
volunteer for the 
past seven years. 

"I get lots of en¬ 
joyment from 
watching the stu¬ 
dents." 

Therapeutic 
riding is recog¬ 
nized by many 
professionals: 
doctors, thera¬

therapy. The disabled benefit in 

a number of ways. 

Physical benefits include the 
movement of the horse, balance 
and coordination, increased cir¬ 
culation, better reflexes, re¬ 
duced spacity, and stronger 
muscles. Self confidence is just 


one of the psychological ben¬ 
efits from therapeutic riding. 
Above all are the social benefits 
and the unique relationship be¬ 
tween the rider and the horse. 

"I've seen my son's balance 
improve over the last four 
years," says Sandra Boutwell. 

Boutwell's son attends les¬ 


sons once a week. She acts as a 
volunteer, and provides a seven 
year old Shetland pony for rid¬ 
ers.

Beetles 
are back 


Those little black beetles that 
were feeding on canola last fall 
are back ... and they are hungry. 
With the mild winter we experi¬ 
enced last year and the less than 
average snowfall, it appears that 
many flea beetles have survived 
the winter. 

Populations vary considerably 
from area to area, and producers 
are advised to check their fields 
for flea beetle activity while the 
plants are in the cotyledon stage. 
Once the true leaves have devel¬ 
oped, risk of flea beetle damage is 
reduced unless very large popula¬ 
tions of flea beetles are attacking 
the seedlings. 

Canola fields planted without 
the benefit of a dual-purpose seed 
treatment containing lindane are 
at greater risk. Some early seeded 
canola fields may be sufficiently 
advanced to withstand damage, 
but late emerging fields are at the 
greatest risk. In some fields, dam¬ 
age to canola cotyledons has al¬ 
ready exceeded the economic 
threshold of 25% leaf damage. 

Canola planted with the ben¬ 
efit of a dual-purpose seed treat¬ 
ment will manage to limit flea 
beetle damage for about a week 
after emergence. However, we may 
start to see some damage as 
lindane levels in the plants begin 
to decline. 

Canola fields planted with an 
in-furrow granular insecticide are 
expected to weather most infesta¬ 
tions. 

Canola fields will come under 
additional pressure as producers 
turn their attention to control¬ 
ling flixweed, shepards purse, 
mustard and other cruciferous 
weeds in crops and on 
summerfallow fields. Beetles dis¬ 
placed from these fields will relo¬ 
cate to adjacent canola fields. 
Should the current warm weather 
continue, flea beetle damage to 
emerging canola seedlings could 
continue at an alarming rate in 
some fields.

James River retreat opens near Sundre 


James River Retreat, a $7 mil¬ 
lion, 40-cottage leisure commu¬ 
nity northwest of Sundre, will 
officially open June 6 with a day 
of free public events. Beginning 
at 11 a.m., horse-drawn wagon 
rides and community and nature 
tours will be offered. Opening 
festivities also include a barbe¬ 
cue and ribbon-cutting ceremony 
with Tom Clark, reeve of the 
County of Clearwater. 

The community is 14.9 kilo¬ 
metres north of Sundre on High¬ 
way 22 and 13 kilometres west 
on the James River Road (west of 
the Bible Camp). 


Alex Dabisza, manager of the 
James River Retreat, estimates 
the project's civil improvements 
alone have injected $1.5 million 
directly into the Sundre and area 
economy. Local contractors were 
used to upgrade the community's 
access road, construct a $300,000 
bridge and reclaim the site, parts 
of which had be logged by a previ¬ 
ous owner. Once completed and 
occupied, he predicts the area's 
year-round leisure residents will 
contribute about $400,000 annu¬ 
ally to the Sundre and area 
economy. 

"We're seeing a growing de¬ 


mand for recreational property 
in the municipal district," said 
Keith McCrae, planning and de¬ 
velopment officer for the County 
of Clearwater. "Alex Dabisza had 
to go to great lengths to show the 
development would not have ad¬ 
verse effects on the James River, 
its floodplain or its water qual¬ 
ity. He also had to address a 
number of concerns about fish 
and wildlife." 

"We've worked very hard to 
exceed the standards and expec¬ 
tations of Alberta Environment 
and the County of Clearwater," 
said Dabisza. "For example, we 


built our bridge well above the 
100-year floodplain level and 
made it much longer than we had 
to so we would maintain a wild¬ 
life corridor... we've also restored 
the flow to several creeks that had 
been interrupted prior to our 
purchase of the property." 

Dabisza expects more than a 
dozen of the 40 modern, fully serv¬ 
iced cottages at James River Re¬ 
treat will be sold and constructed 
by fall. The site currently fea¬ 
tures a show home and spec home, 
open weekends and holidays from 
10:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
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Land Agents Licensing regulation review 


The Department of Environ¬ 
mental Protection has initiated a 
major review of the Land Agents 
Licensing Regulation and the 
Land Agents Licensing Exemp¬ 
tion Regulation and would like 
input. Feedback from the people 
affected by these regulations is 
very important to ensure that 
they are practical and serve 
their purpose. The regulations 
are of particular interest to 
landowners, land agents and in¬ 
dustry. 

"The Land Agents Licensing 


Act and regulations apply to per¬ 
sons engaged full-time or part- 
time in negotiating for or ac¬ 
quiring interests in land," said 
Gerald Kress, Alberta Environ¬ 
mental Protection. "They also 
apply to persons who charge a 
fee to offer advice to an owner 
or his agent with respect to ne¬ 
gotiations for or acquisitions of 
interests in land. Interests in 
land include interests acquired 
for right of ways and other sur¬ 
face uses that could be subject 
to a right of entry order under 


the Surface Rights Act or that 
could otherwise be expropriated. 
Typically this includes drilling 
and mining operations, laying 
of pipelines and the construc¬ 
tion of power lines." 

The Act and the regulations 
provide for: the licensing of 
land agents, exemptions from 
the Act, controls with respect 
to the negotiation process, 
standards of conduct, powers of 
the Registrar, the establish¬ 
ment of an advisory committee, 
penalty assessment and a hear¬ 


ing and appeal process. 

"A Discussion Paper has been 
prepared to help Albertans un¬ 
derstand the regulations and 
the proposed changes," said 
Kress. "The Discussion Paper 


can also be made available upon 
request in an alternate print 
format, larger print or audio 
tape for Albertans who require 
an alternate form of communi¬ 
cation." 


Crop report for May 27 


THE DIDSBURY REVIEW 


Most farmers have finished seeding and spraying is occurring in all areas of the province with the 
exception of crop district 3 (Claresholm - Cardston) due to rainfall in the past week. The spotty showers 
that fell at the end of last week flavoured the western half of the province while the eastern half of the 
province remains dry. 

For the most part, in the western half of the province soil moisture conditions are in brackets for 
comparison purposes. Soil moisture is rated as very good by 13% (14), good by 27% (30), fair by 25% (29), 
poor by 24% (23), and very poor by 11% (4). 

With 98% of the crop in the ground province-wide; seeding is essentially complete. Seeding is usually 
not complete across the province until the second week of June, so this year continues to be well ahead 
of the average.

Alberta Pool staff continue to estimate good survival rates for fall crops at 88% for winter wheat and 
93% for fall rye. The condition of the winter wheat is described as excellent, very good or good by 77% and 
fair or poor by 23% of facility staff. The condition of fall rye is described as good or very good by 56% and 
fair, poor or very poor by 44% of facility staff. 

Dryness continues to be a concern in many areas particularly east central and northeastern Alberta 
as it was last week. Farmers (in all areas except southwestern Alberta) would welcome rainfall. 

This is the final report for seeding progress. The next Alberta Pool Crop Report will survey general 
crop conditions and development.

Time for a change 


Alberta farmer's attitudes, 
beliefs, and directions for 
change to the grain handling 
and transportation system 
have now been documented 
by the Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion (AGC). Twelve focus 
groups were held in February 
and March, 1998. Farmers 
were randomly selected 
within a 100-mile radius of 12 
communities, representing a 
good cross-section of small, 
medium, and large-scale farm¬ 
ing operations. 

The report, titled Alberta 
Farmers Speak Out About the 
Grain Handling and Trans¬ 
portation System, formed a key 


part of the Alberta Grain Com¬ 
mission's submission to Justice 
Willard Estey's grain transpor¬ 
tation review. 

What did Alberta farmers say? 
Based on the focus groups: 

-Alberta farmers want their 
responsibility and accountabil¬ 
ity to end when their grain is 
delivered to the local elevator. 

-Alberta farmers want respon¬ 
sible parties, from elevator to 
port, to be accountable and to 
reduce the costs and the time 
from elevator to ship. Alberta 
farmers need better control of 
their risks. 

-Alberta farmers say market¬ 
ing issues and solutions can't be 


separated from handling and 
transportation issues and solu¬ 
tions. More storage capacity is 
not the answer. They are in¬ 
creasingly relying on crops that 
go into the local markets as a 
way to solve the problems of 
the handling and transporta¬ 
tion system. 

-Alberta farmers are tired of 
the debate over improvir , the 
grain export system and are scep¬ 
tical that improvements will be 
made or that people will listen. 

"The Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion will continue to rely on farmer 
input on grain industry issues," 
said Ken Moholitny, chairman of 
the AGC.

Latest 

findings pTf 
revealed 


As a result of a bi-national 
workshop hosted in Calgary by 
the American Soil and Water 
Conservation Society, Canada 
and the United States will be 
promoting their latest findings 
at the greenhouse gas emissions 
conference in Bonn, Germany in 
early June. 

Canada first advocated the 
new approach and has now been 
joined by the United States. 

Agriculture is the new North 
American focus in helping to re¬ 
duce emissions. Peggy 
Strankman, manager of environ¬ 
mental affairs at the Canadian 
Cattlemen's Association (CCA) 
says, "agriculture is in a unique 
situation, being both a source and 
a sink (storage) of greenhouse 
gases. Cattle producers can de¬ 
crease greenhouse gas emissions 
from our sector by decreasing 
production inefficiencies and we 
can also provide lands as a sink 
for carbon." 

It's known trees are impor¬ 
tant in storing carbon but it's 
now known grasslands are even 
more effective. 

"Researchers estimate carbon 
storage potential of new 
grasslands to be about 8 metric 
tons per acre per year. This is 
about twice what woodlands are 
estimated to store. Restoring sa¬ 
line or eroded lands could store 
up to half a ton of carbon per 
acre," said Strankman. 

Carbon sink capabilities of 
agricultural soils is not currently 
recognized in the international 
negotiations involving green¬ 
house gases. Strankman says the 
goal is to convince other coun¬ 
tries they should recognize the 
new findings adding, "we're work¬ 
ing on firming up the science 
through good research." 

World-wide recognition that 
the soil has major carbon storage 
capabilities will be valuable to 
other industries that will be 
asked to decrease their emissions 
in some way, adds Strankman.

Judicial 

activism 

usurping 

parliament

There has been a lot of talk 
lately about the declining role of 
parliamentarians at the hands of 
judicial activism. For example, 
on a day to day basis we have 
witnessed the rights or criminals 
superseding the rights of victims 
through court imposed condi¬ 
tional sentences. 

In the case of Rosenberg vs 
Canada, a lesbian challenged the 
constitutionality of the Income 
Tax Act, since it forced Revenue 
Canada to refuse to register her 
employer's private pension plan 
if it extended death benefits to 
same-sex partners. In a unani¬ 
mous decision on April 23, the 
Ontario Court of Appeal decided 
to read in a same sex definition of 
the term spouse into the Act. 

I feel that the government has 
an obligation to defend its stated 
position on the definition of 
spouse and if an appeal fails, then 
this issue should be put before 
Parliament. 

As the former Justice Minis¬ 
ter himself said while defending 
the need for Bill C-33, "we 
shouldn’t rely upon the courts to 
make public policy in matters of 
this kind. That's up to the legis¬ 
lators, and we should have the 
courage to do it." 

This issue comes down to one 
question, is the current justice 
minister going to let the courts 
decide on a re-definition of the 
term spouse or is parliament?
